He knew as a soldier that 
all the force wc could send lo Urinaria — 
notwithstanding our army being the fnnst 
in the world— would be as nothing if it 
were not supported by the good feeling of 
the colonial pnpulntion (cheers), With 
l-lint good feeling, and with a very small 
body of British troops as a nucleus, he 
anitl, the British colonics in Canada might 
defy all the power of the United States or. 
miy other power, The re lor*, particular 
honour was done to those gallant colonists 
who had come forward in the tiaie of 
danger (one of the company, " As they 
have always done.") Yes, as they hail 
always ' done — it showed their desire to 
remain British, subjects (cheers). 

The nnhlc Chairman said, it afforded 
him sincere gratiSicBlion to propose to 
llicm tlio lienllltoi" their gallant and worthy 
guest. Sir Allan M 1 Nub (loud nnd long- 
eoiitinocd cliecrt). The great serf iocs ho 
had rendered to Canada and to these 
realms were matters of history ; ihny were 
tdl known to gentlemen present, and it 
perhaps would be idle in trim to go into 
the detail of them. Indeed, to relate all

would bestow blessings on his name. But 
there .was one fact pcrliaps not so well 
kiiosn to gentlemen present. It was that 
when Sir A. M'Jfab first entered the House

towards the united kingdom, and that he 
had to raise, almost single-handed, his 
voice against them (tinnr, hear). Ill fact 
he made audi exertions that lie brought 
down on himself gtcat oppression, and was 
actually put in prison nearly the whole ol 
one session (hear, hear). At (be time of 
the outbreak in Canada their honoured 
g.iest filled the high and distinguished 
situation of Speaker to the House of As- 
sembly. It might be supposed not to be 
the duty of the Speaker of the House nf 
Assembly to tnke the lend in the defence 
of his country, but Sir Allan M'Nsb con- 
sidered that the siluoliou which he Tilled 
did not deprive him of tlio light of stand- 
ing forward in lhe defence of his cuutitry. 
He came forward in the moment of danger 
and rallied round him in a few days 1(300 
volunteers — such was the confidence 
placed in his character (oiietrs),, As- 
sisted by these gallant volunteers he 
went forward, and when there waa noLnny 
regular soldiery in (he province, put down 
rebellion (cheers), B s it remembered that 
diuiug a part of this time he was placed 
in a very responsible situation (hear). 
He would cull their, attention to thu case 
of the Caroline (hear, hear). Careless of 
the result, lie took upon himself tile re- 
sponsibility of destroying I hat piratical 
. vessel (loud cheers). He destroyed ihnt 
piratical vessel (renewed cheers), nnd he 
wis sure from the cheers with which the 
company received the mention of the fact, 
that .all present were of opinion that on 
that occasion Sir Allan. M'Mp-b did his 
duty (loud chem), and it must he highly 
mtisfetnry to their minds that the Co- 
verninent of 1' -gland had acknowledged 
his services, llnxtgh it would, perhaps, 
have pleased liim (lhe noble chairman) 
better, had they been acknowledged in a 
lhote straightforward manner (cheers). 
Hut hetlcr late than neter ; and it was a 
satisfaction lo his (the noble cuairmou's) 
mind that their worthy friend hud been 
borne harmless in the eyes of the British 
nation, in the eyes of lhe world, and that 
he would he vieived nil li admiration by pos. 
terity. It would always be a bright point in 
thulrislory of Sir Allan M'Niib'slife, tiist he 
dlil put- down piraay, and that he did 
maintain llritish rights, and wok every 
proper nnd legal menus, "he usserled, to 
protect our colonics from invasion of 
nation who, at the same time they declared 
themselves to lie onr friends, acknowledged 
([icy Inp) not the pawer to check the

marauders vrlo were investing the frontiers 
of Canada (hear.) He did not pretend to 
have a profound knowludge in juris- 
prudence, but it had been written, he be- 
hoved, by the most eminent authorities on 
the laws of nations, that where one nation 
lind not tlu pawn- to supiess the lawless 
acts or its own subjects, another nation 
was justified in inking a decided step in 
the mailer (hear). r)ir Allan M'Nftb did 
nothing mere tlian this, ami he trusted 
Mint, by null bye. when the people of the 
United Stales) came to a sober state, when 
they were able to lollcct over matters in a 
calm and deliberate manner, they would 
do justice t Sir .Allan M'Nuh (htm; 
heat). After the great services their 
worthy guest had rendered to his native 
land (Cannda), ], c (the noble lord) thought 
it must he a matter of greet satisfaction to 
every gentleman present to have this op- 
portunity of testifying the respect and 
esteem they entertained towotds his high 
character (loud cheers). 

"Tlie health of Sir Allan M'JTflh" was 
then drunk with three times, three, and 
one cheer more, reiterated agaio and again. 

Sir Allan M'Nah was enthusiastically 
cheered on his rising- to return thanks. 
He said it was ti source of gren I exultation, 
oil his first visit to this country, to receive 
fr.im them surli nu ovcrpoweriiigwelcorae, 
such rt gratifying compliment as tlie 
present, the rentcmbrance of which he 
gratefutlv assured thctn cmld never he 
effaced From his mind. As n Canadian, 
it hod always been his proudest boost .to 
bo a JJritish subject (cheers); and to re- 
ceive from so large nn assemblage of those 
who enjoyed llio same distinction, so much 
kindness and cordiality, was ns gratifying 
as it was unesjiecicd," This compliment 
possessed additiuul value, in his estimation, 
as it emanated from n society formed fur 
the express purpose of prouioling the best 
interests of lhe colonies, by attaching to- 
gether the people inhabiting the re- 
motest boundaries of the empire, when 
meeiing at lhe metropolis, their com- 
mon rendezvous (cheers), For many 
years he hnd been a member of a legisla- 
tive body in one of the most valuable of 
her Majesty's colonics, mid lie coidd rcfei 
with pride to every vote of his, given in 
that capacity, ns an earnest of the deep 
affection he had ever cherished for tlie 
British cruwn (loud cheers), tlie Hritish 
constitution (ciieers), and the British 
nutioii (cheers). Born, bred, and edu- 
cated in Canada, he could not but feel the 
deepest interest in her prosperity. lie 
had witnessed its gradual development — 
he had beheld the forest yielding to the 
industry of its early settlers, anil, there- 
fore, as one of its inhabitants, it waa 
natural that he should rejoice in the pros- 
perity of Ida native country (cheers) \ but 
whilst he was proud lo cull himself n 
Caiutdinu, lie could not furgct tlmt he was 
the sen of a llritish soldier, who died co- 
vered with sears from wounds honourably 
received in defence of his sovereign and ins 
country, and whose remains now formed 
,t portion of the soil of his (Sir Allan 
M'Kub's) native land (loud cheering). 
This was not n fitting; oceasiou to enter 
upon a lengthened bistorv of the politics of 
ttint interesting colony, but as he felt that 
lie owed this signal murk Df their approba- 
tion to (lie part he lately tool: in its defence, 
he hoped he sliou'd be encased for bringing 
under llieir notice sonic of lhe events which 
occurred previously tn that pcriodj ns well 
as during that important crisis (hear). In 
1834, a rncmlicr ol the Imperial Parliament, 
he believed lor the first titno in colonial 
history, ventured to advise the people re- 
siding in a British colony to dissever the 
allegiance from the present state— (loud 
cries of " Hear, henv ). Deriving tlie in- 
formation lie possessed from the most cor- 
rupt sources, he stated, to the utter asto- 
hishntcut of the eoionisls, that the cisis 
had arrived which would terminate in their 
independence, and, as if eager for the ful- 
filment of his own prophecy, he accordingly 
advised them to throw off the "boucrd 
domination of the mother country" 
(toud cries of "fletir"); nnd with a 
ttaw to encourage them in this re- 
bellion, he_ recommended: them to keep 
the conduct of-the Unilcd States aud the 
results ever in view. Of course, Inn^iihge 
like this could not fsil to produce the most 
injurious efieets ; nevertheless, it required 
uat great discernment to forsee thnt such 
the Canada* and were not the sentiments of the desetnd- 
him more time „nts of the loyalists, and of n vast mti- 
bu convenient ; jority of the people of Upper Cnnadn. 
r would hand them | Astounded at tilit tre-isonnblo doctrine, so 
[ all who rend them [ audaciously recommended by a sonmlier of 
the British House of Commons, be cheer- 
fully joined bis fellow-subjects in the di:- 
trfct of Gore, publicly to repudiate these 
sentiments, and they had the gratification 
of proceeding, more than 1000 in number, 
forty-five miles, to Toronto, tD lay before 
the lieutenant-governor of the province 
(now Lord Seatun), in the furm of nn ad- 
dress, their firm and solemn resolution to 
uphold the authority of Great Britnin — 
oar connexion with the parent state- — 
or perish in the attempt. (Great cheer- 
ing.) The occasion was too solemn 
far nny hasty measure — is wns the stem 
dictate of a faithful duty. They ckarly 
foresaw then, that if this treasonable 
adi-ice was not iudigntintly rejected by the 
people of England, that the necessity 
would very shortly arrive for putting the 
sincerity of our pledge to (lie lest. Ac- 
cordingly, in- 14137, jthis anticipation was 
amply fulfilled, during the absence of all 

military power in Upper Canada, Mr. 
Mackenzie, obediently following the nilriuu 
of Air. Hume (hear), and thinking the 
crisis he had alluded to had arrived, boldly 
sicpped forward, with the dagger in one 
hand and Mr. Hume's letter in the other 
— (hear), determined to try by force 
whether lie could not throw off what Mr. 
Hume had termed " the baneful domi- 
nation of the mother country." He knew 
that the lower province was then in a inosL 
fearful condition, and that hosts of armed 
American sympathisers wcio. prepared to 
pour in from the United States lo make 
Canada a second Texas. lie knew that 
the province, both in front and rear, was 
sorely pressed ; but ha npily for th e country, 
its desLuiies were than eoufided to u 
governor who justly appreciated the 
sterling character of the people, and 
who, being left without A soldier, threw 
himself for protection ou'the militia of the 
province, nnd the result of his confidence 
thus reposed, afforded to the people of 
Grcnt Britain a solid proof that their lellow- 
SuhjeeLs in Upper Cnuoda were prepared 
to mnintaiii their connexion with 
them, and resist with their lives every 
attempt made to dissolve it (cheers). 
It was not his intention to fatigue thein 
with a narrative of the events which then 
occurred, nor tlio part which (thanks lo 
the gallant men that supported liim) it 
was~ bis good fortune to have taken with 
regard to them. They secured him the 
approbation of his most gracious Sovo- 
i-eijo, of Her Majesty's representatives in 
both provinces, ns well ns the approval of 
all the legislative bodies in British North 
America. (Cheers,) Thesche presumed 
were the introductions mid tlie credentials 

which hnd procured for bim (his mark of 
their regard, oi)d In trusted lie estimated 



them as he aughl on this his first visit io 
the British Isles. Havine; been during- 
four successive Parliaments a member of 
tlie Commons House of Asseniblv— 
having beeu elected Speaker of thnt house 
with but one disssntiug voice (the indi- 
vidual who Epivc that vote being now an 
outlawed traitor), it would not, he hoped, 
be considered egotistical in him to clttiin 
the right of speaking of that province 
with anuiotlimg. like authority, He did 
so partienlarlv on this occasion, because it 
was in the presence of those who hnd 
always felt a wnrui interest in the colonics, 
and a sincere regard for their fellow-stib- 
jeets residing therein. When Upper Ca- 
nada was first settled, in I /SI), by the late 
lamented General ^iineoe, he was accom- 
panied lo the province by several of his 
gallant companions in arms, who had fought 
many a haul battle in favour of the British 
Crown during the revolutionary contest. 
The noincs of sonic of those individuals 
could not lint be familiar to their ears, ns 
they had frequently been stigmatized be- 
fore the world ns " the Family Compact." 
Ho must confess that, previous lo the 
unfurltmnte report of the lute Lard Dut- 
bam, be did not comprehend who were 
the "family compact. nc regarded itos 
a common place lovm, applied by the outs 
against the ins i but, in that report, they 
were particularly described ns "nnLtvc- 
horn Canadians, and those who emigrated 
to Canada previous tn the last Amcrieito 
wnr ;" they were then, in fact, the ilcsccn- 
dnnls of those veteran soldiers who gave 
up extensive and valuable possessions, tn 
the United States, rather than forfeit their 
allegiance to the British Croivn (bear, 
hear), and those who emigrated to that 
colony previous to. the year 1512. They 
were, in fact, those men, and their descen- 
dants, who rallied round General Brock, 
nnd accompanied him to Detroit, and 
captured thnt furl with General Hull anil 
his army, who, in conjunction with the 
British troops, and the gallant warriors of 
tlie six native Indians, fought the battleof 
Qtcenston, and drove an army of Amori- 
tuiis into the KSbefiih river. They were, 
in fact, the men who (in a great measure) 
defended the province during the Inst 
American war, when this country was 
occupied iu a most momentous struggle, 
Tlicy were the men who, in conjunction 
with tlio King's troops, took the whole 
line of frontier from the Americans, and 
who bad ever displayed lhe warmest affec- 
tion to the British throne, and to the 
llritish constitution, mid who, if they were 
a " family compact;" it could net he 
denied, were greatly clinched to their 
parent, for ivhoni they have ever displayed 
the irannest, the fondest, and most in- 
violable attachment (dicers). 11, then, 
tills were the "family compact," he 
must there publicly declare, that he gloried 
ill lieiug a member of such a family 
(cheers). But this cry- against tlie "fa- 
mily compact" was raised — by whom? 
■Why, by Mr! Miiekcur.iL-, and other needy 
and greedy adventurers, who Bought to 
deprive the old public servants of the 
country of nil pnnic-ipaiion in the patro- 
nage of the Crown they had defended ; 
nnd so successful had beeu this cry, that 
at the present moment, he regretted to 
say, but one native Canadian was in the 
CKecutiic council of the province, while 
some hon. gentlemen (who, under the new 
form of government, introduced into lhe 
colony by the late Governor-General, now 
assisted in administering the government 
of that province) bad not been in the 
country half n dozen years (loud cries of 
"Jlcnr* hear"). Lord Glenclg's despatch 
was founded on principles of justice, the 
Cnnndiiuis rctptired nothing more; but 
how far the faith of government pledged 
to the people of Canada in that despatch 
had been carried out, reference to the 
despatch, the appointments made in the 
colony since, and the journals of pnrlin- 
incnt, would distinctly show (hear, ficsr). 
During the ndministratioii of the lute Lord 
Sydenham, for the first time in his life, 
he (Sir A, M-'Nub) found himself in oppo- 
sition to the policy oT the executive govern- 
ment. Tie did, he opctily-itektiowlcdged, 
differ matcri ally from the government on 
several important questions — vii., the 
concessions made by the government 
through Its officers in the buuse, nnd now 
recorded on the journals of parliament, in 
ravonr of what was termed 11 responsible 
government," biit he should flEFer no re- 
mark Upon this eventful concession, be- 
cause ns the government had conceded the 
point, the people of course would now act 
upon it — the awful responsibility of tilts 
mighty change in colonial government 
would rest upon those who made the con- 
cession, and not upon the men, wtio, like 
himself, apposed it in every stage. He 
also, lie freely acknowledged, opposed the 
District Council Bill in all its stages. He 
opposed the General Naturalisation Hill — 
and he gave his hearty and best assistance 
tn investigate the grave snd serious 
charges couueeted with the freedom of 
elcetiou in both provinces. His opposition 
to those measures arose from an honest 
conviction that they were calculated to 
weaken tliat connexion of lhe colony with 
the mother country which it had ever been 
his desire tD strengthen. With these 
general obserFntions, which iu justice to 
the part lie took he hnd felt it requisite to 
make, he left this auoject, and should pro- 
ceed to what, was much more agree- 
able to his own ieelings, as ho thought 
iL would prove to theirs, by showing 
what the province of Canada really 
was, nud how, in his Iinuible opinion, 
it should be estiinnted by the people of 
thiscouutiy. Tlieireoustitution was similar 
tn that of England; the civil ittid criminal 
code was uearly the same in Eugtand and 
Western Canada. Their soil was not sur- 
passed by any portion of America. Their 
climate was certainly erpinl to that of 
England. Their debt nns about 
iCl^UOjOflt), not one sovereign per head of 
the population. Their revenue was chiefly 
derived from duties on imports, the legis- 
lature had made uniple provision for the 
interest, and tlicy had the pledge of her 
Majesty's government for d;i,;iuO,l>0(! to 
complete their public improvements, which, 
when finished, would greatly augment the 
provincial revenues. Their debt had been 
contracted iu tho prosecution of public 
worksorgreat utility, nnd, when completed, 
would not be surpnssed on the continent 
of America. Their population iu Western 
Canada had increased in forty years from 
liQ.OuO to 5011,000. Within the last few 
years 'lhe Bidcnu Canal hud been com- 
pleted, the cost of which hud becu upwards 
of iei.nOQ.QQO sterling; the Wul- 
bind Canrd nbtntt bali the remount l 
the Saint Lawrence Canal wan 
ill pro^vessj and would soon be completed i 
the Burlington Bay Canal had cost 
.£13,0t)t), and when llie Great Western 
rood, from the head of Lake Ontario to 
the foot nf Lake Ilunm, and from Bur- 
lington liay U) Port Dover, on Lake Uric, 
una completed, tlie trade of the great 
ivestern world would he thrown iuto the 
St, Lawrence by a canal of sixty miles 
(hear, hear), The debt of the state of 
NcwTork, after nil their improvements 
were completed, was lour times greater 
than that of Canada; and those who cs.- 
nminc into the respeclivo securities would 



not lientate io prefer making investments 
in a British province rather than in a 
foreign state (hear). Havinp; detained 
them lit this length, he must beg permis- 
sion to conclude by proposing to them to 
join him in a fill] tlowiiig bumper -least, 
prompted no less by private regard, limn 
by public duty, and that required, no eflurt 
In this society to procure fai it the enthu- 
siasm it deserves. He gave llieiu, " Their 
Noble Chairman, the Uigbt Hon. the Earl 
of Mountcnshcl" (loud cheers). 

The toast was drunk with loud cheering. 
The noble chairman briefly returned 
thanks, -

mendation. It was thu health of a noble- 
man standing high in her Majesty's coun- 
cils ; a nobleman of high ant) ancient line- 
age, of commanding eloquence in the 
senate, of equal administrative power in 
the Cabinet, of anient patriotic feelings — 
endeared to the lovers of constitutional 
liberty, because he kucw so well how to 
mark the line between popular freedom 
and popular anarchy ; a noble rnnn, who, 
in whatever situa:ion he had beeu placed, 
bad shown n decision of character, which 
had (fiven confidence In ell his acts. lie 
alluded to " (he Right Don. Lord Stan- 
ley," (Loud cheers.)

The noble Chairman „ 
"The health of Sir Francis Head." 

This toast was nlso drunk with three 
times throe. 

Sir Francis Head returned them his best 
thanks for the honour they hnd ju&l done 
liim. With respect tn his own services, 
tic begged to sum them up in one word. 
Ue did all he could, he did the best he 
could, nnd having said that he dismissed 
the subject (cheers). He now would torn 
lo a subject irrnro' interesting to Ihcm ull — 
to their excellent and distinguished guest. 
Sir Allan M'Mrb, in whose honour they 
had assembled, and whom he was bnppy 
tn sec present. 11c then paid a warm 
tribute of praise to the eminent services of 
Sir Allan M'Nnb, nnd said the people of 
Upper Canada would look upon his recep- 
tion in this country as ft high honour done 

to themselves (cheers). 

Mr. D. Urquhnrt, iu an abln speech, in 
wltioh he showed the immense advantages 
which the mother country hnd derived- 
from her colonies, proposed " Our North 
American Colonics and Sir CLiarlca Bngot. 

Tlie loast was warmly responded lo, 

Mr. Franks proposed "The Health of 
Mr. Ogdeu." 

Mr. Ogden briefly relumed thanks. 

Colonel V. Taylor proposed " The 
Colonies of Nova Scotia and New 
jdritain." 

The toast was heartily cheered. 

Sir I). M'Dougall then proposed a 
bumper to " The gallant and loyal Volun- 
teers of Canada, wlto so well defended the 
interests of their country." 

The toast was drunk iviLh three times 
three. 

Sir Allan M'Nnb returned tlinnlts, and, 
iu conclusion, proposed "The Memory of 
the late General Boss." 
Mr. Itosa relumed thanks. 
Dr. Ralph than rose and said he had lo 
return them his warmest thanks for being 
permitted to propose a toast connected 
with the cause of emigration, n subject 
which was now attracting genera! attention, 
nnd tn which he had been always devotedly 
attached. On his first visit to those fertile 
nurl extensive regions iu the western hemi- 
sphere, over which the British flits 
sivny, he found all the elements of wealth, 
prosperity, nnd happiness, in full opera- 
tion from the annual influx of thousands 
efourfollow-countryuien.whosii industrious 
exertions were sure to be foQovrtd there 
by complete success. Tlic Erst serious 
defection in llie emigration to Canada 
occurred in I83S, the year following 
the mischievous letter of Mr. Hume, 
so severely nnd justly condemned 
by his friend Sir Allan M'Nab ; so 
serious, indeed, was the injury iutlieted on 
the province by that production, that the 
decrease in thnt one season amounted to 
1 S,(KI0 peisoiis. Scarcelj had lite pro- 
vince recovered from that shock thnn it 
wa9 doomed to a still severer blow. The 
fatal eiTecls of the re wit of 18:57, anil the 
piratical incursions from the adjoining 
slates reduced British emicralion the fob 
lowing year to less than 3tj(I0, a frightful 
decrease of nearly 50,00tt, as compared 
with the emigration of 1832. Internal 
dissensions and external aggressions hnd 
so diminished this annual source of wealth, 
that in I Ef3F>, nt the instigation of many 
fri ends in Canada, he resolved to cross the 
Atlantic, nnd use hia hest exertions lo 
restore the fertilising atream ofemifjration, 
then diverted to all other channels, once 
more to that province, where it never failed 
to reward the efforts of the industrious, 
healthy, and prudent settler. On his 
arrival in Great Britain ho found tile most 
erroneous impressions generally prevailing 
relative to Canada. In every particular 
in which it should have been at least as 
well considered in the estimation of (he 
British public us the United Slates— geo- 
graphical position, natural resources, soil, 
climate, &c., it was unjustly and umia. 
turallr decried and depreciated; and iu 
other respects iu which it stood immea- 
surably superior, government, laws, insti- 
tutions, probity, order, gradual and satis- 
factory development, the most erroneous 
opinions prs-viulcd (hear, hear). The con- 
sequences were n disiiidinatirai on tho 
part of emigrants to proceed to Canada — 
a distrust en tllfl part of capitalists in in- 
vesting their means, and n sediilaus effort 
was mode, nt the same time, by a knot of 
political economists, to force their theories 
into public notice, rendtriust the govern- 
ment of the colonics so dilticult and ex- 
pensive, ns to render probnblc, what they 
had always desired, a dissolution of the 
affinity existuii between them and the 
parent stnto (hpar, - beer). These were 
some of the ditticultics with which Canada 
had to contend, and infinite credit was 
due to tlie noble chairman, and to this 
Colonial Society, for their uuivcarjed and 
persevering efforts to disseminate more 
correct opinions, promote emigration, re- 
store public confidence, nnd further the 
general interests of our colonial empire. It 
would ba gratifying to this meeting ro 
hoar llist a steady annual increase to the 
papulation of ouv Niirlh American colonies 
had taken place since 1B3S; the numbers 
m-riviug nt Canada nlouc, during }he last 
year, amounting lo nearly setiO.OOd, and at 
this time thousands more were on their 
voyage, to strengthen the bonds of union 
between tlie provinces and Great Britain 
(cheers). Although there was still a party 
to be met wilh who would sacrifice the. 
coluiiies lo their own theories, nnd who 
never rejoiced more than when giving 
circulation to reports injurious to our 
North American possessions, by the in- 
stitution of unfair com parrsens— by their 
declarations that thousands left Canada 
for tho United States, forgetting nt the 
same lime to inform the British people, 
i) thousands also left the United States 
' I notwithstanding 



(his disposition, and tliese drawbacks, the 
pence, prosperity, and progress of Canada 
during the tost year, would prove tho best 
corrective lo tliese pernicious efforts. 
He rernembcred when the most active 
means were employed to persuade the 
people that there was no laud left for 
settlement. Then, from (he same party, 
proceeded the cry that the country was a 
dense wilderness, without settlement; then 
came the complaint that the land in the 
British provinces was far dearer than in 
the United States ; and, Inslly, wheu the 
government freely euro portions of the 
public domain to the industrious settler, 
on certain conditions, then, foisooth, it was 
proclaimed by certain individuals claiming 
infallibility on these matters, that the best 
mode of settling a country was lo put 
its lands nt a high price. Happily, both 
for Canada, and lhe llritish emigrant, 
l here was not only public domain, for 
settlement, but public works lo afford 
abundance of profitable employment, that 
would enable the industrious classes to 
procure and settle these lands, and the 
energy, activity, improvement, enterprise, 
aud hope, everywhere to he witnessed iu 
Cnnadant this lime, was a jwesage and nil 
earnest that iti future welfare would not 
tie retnrded by the pestiferous theories of 
political economists, or the circulation of 
unjust and unfounded statements (cheers). 
No document from the Colonial Otricoever 
diffused more joy amongst a people than. 
the des patch of Lord John It us sell to the 
late Governor General, containing amongst 
other interesting pledges : — " In any mea. 
surcs that mhy bs adopted, it must be 
taken for granted, that her Majesty per- 
sists iu the determination to maintain, at 
all hazards, her Itoyal authority in Cana- 
da. Neither the honour of her .Majesty's 
Crown, nor (he support due to Isct loyal 
subjects iu British North America, nor the 
provident cure of the empire nt targe, 

would permit any deviation (com this filed 
principle of British policy." What, then, 
tnorc encouraging incentive, what greater 
Inducement tu patriotic capitalists thnn 
this, freely to invest their means in pos- 



sessions tlius strongly guaranteed (—"'We 
have no alternative, we hove only lo con- 
sider the means of binding Canada more 
firmly to this country, of developing 
Iter resources, or strengthening her Bri- 
tish population, nf defending her ter- 
ritory, nnd of supportinE and nueott- 
rafriiifj, tho loyal spirit ot her people," 
When, than, tlioy considered the relative 
situation of Great Britain and her North 
America u possessions, nnd reflected tint 
they stood lhe most in need of nhat we 
had the most to spare, a vigorous popula- 
tion and an unemployed capital that that 
population would supply this country wilh 
the necessary addition to its food, and take 
from it in evebauge its manufactured goods 
now excluded from other countries, except 
paid 1 for iu bullion; and above nil, thnt 
this important traffic and interchange 
would be carried on by our own ships, in- 
creasing the strength of our eoniuicrcial 
marine, it would be obvious that Uiewami 
promotion of emi^rotiem was of paramount 
itnportaiicetotliciiiariner,theiucr\;haut,tbe 
fanner, tliccolunist, and the statesmen. Iu 
the encouragement given to it he asked hut 
justice for Canada. lis admirable position, 
its vast domain, its great salubrity, its un- 
bounded fertility, its mineral wealth, its 
extensive fisheries, its ready access, the 
cheapness oT lis lands, the rnstuess of its 
waters, the magnitude of its bays, lhe 
number of its harbours, the brightness of 
its atmosphere, tlie extent of its inter, 
communications, hut, above all, its whole- 
some laws, its matchless constitution, its 
unequalled government — this felicitous 
combination of circti in stances rendered 
this favoured aud luippy colony one of the 
most attractive, as it was one of the nearest, 
most improving, and most valuable pos- 
sessions of the British Crown, (Cheers.) 
He hoped that, recognised as an integral 
part of the empire, Canada, under the 
lo-storing, sustaining, aud protesting power 
of ti rent Britain, will realise the expecta- 
tion of file Colonial Minister, " Ihaf with 
a legislature in Canada disposed to co- 
npcrate with the Queen and the Parlia- 
ment of the United hjugdom indeveloping 
her vast and unexplored resources, there 
is every hope that we slinll heboid the 
prosperity ol' that noble province augment 
every year, and add more and more to the 
strength and stability of the empire," 
With these remarks he begged to propose 
" Success to the cause of Emigration to 
British North America" (loud cheers). 

The toast was cnlhuaiasticnlly responded 
to.
